Syrian-born, Chicago-raised 
college grad invited to 
State of the Union address

As a Syrian-born Muslim and Chicago area- 
raised activist, 23 -year-old Alaa Basatneh has 
risked her life to help others living in war- 
torn Syria, and yet, here at home, she has en- 
dured looks of disgust and verbal attacks like 
“{Bleep} you, go back to your country!” and 
“You are a {bleepjing Muslim terrorist.” 

The insults, looks and remarks have not de- 
terred the recent Northeastern Illinois Univer- 
sity graduate. In fact, her resilience landed her 
an invite from U.S. Rep. Mike Quigley (D-Ill.) 
to be a guest Tuesday at the U.S. Capitol, 
where President Obama will give his last State 
of the Union address; Obama’s speech comes 
at a time of polarizing debate over whether to 
allow or block refugees, including Syrians and 
Muslims, from entry into the U.S. 

Basatneh was happy and honored to get 
the invite, which she said empowers youth 
and activists “even though people call them- 
selves politicians, like {Donald} Trump, who 


are poisoning communities and society with 
negative rhetoric against Muslims and against 
people who are trying to do good things in the 
world.” 

Obama’s annual address to Congress typi- 
cally offers a recap of his accomplishments 
and a peek into the president’s legislative 
agenda. 

Basatneh’s activism started when she was 
19 and watching Al-Jazeera coverage of the 
Syrian revolution, and she saw children im- 
prisoned, tortured and suffering in the coun- 
try where she was born; her family moved to 
the U.S. when she was six months old. 

She hopped on her laptop and reached 
out to activists she found on social media to 
let them know she spoke Arabic and English 
and had access to high-speed Internet so she 
could help raise awareness of what was hap- 
pening in Syria under President Bashar Assad. 

Using the power of the Internet and social 
networks, she helped activists in Syria organize 


protests, upload videos and send them to news 
outlets, and connect activists to one another 
and to the media. Her work was the focus of 
the award-winning “#chicagoGirl” documen- 
tary screened a few months ago in Washing- 
ton, D.C., where she met Quigley 

“I have friends that died, that were killed by 
the Syrian regime by sniper bullets and these 
friends were protesting on the street,” said 
Basatneh, who lives in suburban Des Plaines. 
“I want the kids to grow up in a country where 
they have a top-notch education and freedom 
and democracy” 

Despite getting threats on Facebook from 
the Syrian regime, she brought to Syria medica- 
tion supplied by doctors in the Midwest, even 
walking over a minefield and risking her life 
to reach liberated areas of Syria twice in 2012. 
A third trip got canceled after she received a 
death threat by an extremist group. 

On Tuesday, she’ll be meeting with politi- 
cians and human rights organizations and 


doing media interviews in which she plans 
to draw attention to how people are dying of 
starvation in the blockaded town of Madaya 
just outside the Syrian capital, Damascus. 

“The more people talk about it, the more, 
hopefully, international action, the interna- 
tional community will do something about 
it,” she said. 

At home, too, attitudes need to change. She 
and others have had to fend off anti-Muslim 
comments. “I should not be treated as if I’m 
a terrorist or doing something hateful or 
wrong in my own society just because I have a 
headscarf on my head,” Basatneh said. 

Quigley said Basatneh’s work should be a 
symbol to the nation and a model for others — 
that’s why he invited her. “By attending Presi- 
dent Obama’s State of the Union Address, I 
hope that Alaa’s story can help inspire love 
and compassion over fear and discrimina- 
tion,” he is quoted as saying in a news release.

How to track down 
CTA’s lost and found 


Whether you lost your 
trombone or college 
photography final on 
the CTA, I’m here to 
clear up any confusion 
on how to retrieve 
your misplaced stuff. 

More articles of 
clothing end up in the 
lost and found this 
time of year, accord- 
ing to the CTA. We’re 
bundled up and it’s 
easy to lose track of 
hats, gloves, scarves. But, say that urn full 
of ashes belonging to a loved one (yes, that’s 
happened) was found on a train and ends up 
in the right hands, there’s still the difficult 
task of trying to retrieve it. That’s because 
there are 17 different lost and founds in the 
CTA network; just where you pick up your 
item depends on where you lost it in the first 
place. 

A glance at social media offers, at best, 
mixed reviews of tracking down items. There 
are some not-so-nice tweets complaining 
about CTA’s lost and found being closed on 
weekends and about their customer service. 

Some have found ease in retrieving their 
things, like WGN anchor and reporter Dina 
Bair, whose husband left his iPhone on a 
CTA train at Howard. 

“I called CTA myself and got right 
through. I didn’t think for a minute the 
phone would be there but was pleasantly 
surprised when they told me immediately the 
phone was found,” Bair wrote in an email. “I 
drove there the next morning to pick it up.” 

Others have found the process a bit more 
strenuous, like 25-year-old Lincoln Park resi- 
dent Angie Rivera, who lost her wallet on the 
CTA. She had taken both the bus and Red 
Line the day she realized it was missing. The 
CTA sent her parents (in Ohio, where her ID 
is from) a letter saying Rivera could pick up 
her wallet at the Blue Line’s suburban Forest 
Park terminal. 

“It was SO far. I had to go all the way to 


the end of the Blue Line,” Rivera said. “Noth- 
ing was really marked, so I had to wander 
around the station for a bit until I eventually 
went through some doors to what looked 
like a break room that had a lost-and-found 
window” 

Once you’ve discovered you’ve lost some- 
thing on CTA property, you’ll want to go 
onto the CTA website and first click “How to 
Ride” and then “Lost & Found.” 

Then you’ll need to know your route in 
order to figure out which of seven garages or 
10 end-of-line rail terminals your item might 
have ended up at. 

Say for instance, you lost your wallet on 
the No. 55-Garfield bus. Scroll down and 
you’ll see that at the end of a driver’s shift, 
No. 55 buses head to the 74th Street garage. 

Next, call the garage or terminal to see 
if it’s there. If so, you’ll have to go there in 
person to pick it up. 

Found items are logged and stored by CTA 
employees for 30 days; expensive items such 
as laptops are stored for 60 days. 

“Items that are not claimed are usually 
discarded or donated,” CTA spokesman Jeff 
Tolman said. 

Beyond common items like wallets, keys 
and umbrellas, some outlandish oddities have 
been left on CTA property— the strangest 
being the urn of ashes. Other strange-but- 
true items found, according to Tolman: 
enough instruments to start an orchestra, 
dentures, a microwave and even X-ray im- 
ages. 

When asked on social media what they’ve 
lost on the CTA, our readers sent in a slew 
of responses ranging from sarcastic meta- 
physical answers like “my patience” and “my 
temper” to the basics like “my Ventra card” 
and “my North Face gloves.” 

While losing an important item can put 
you in a frantic frenzy, it’s important to stay 
calm and work on getting it back.

1980, David Bowie spent a 
month in Chicago playing 
the lead role in a production of “The 
Elephant Man” at the Blackstone 
Theatre (now the Loop’s Merle Reskin 
Theatre). Metro owner Joe Shanahan 
remembers the legendary English 
artist, who passed away Sunday after an 
18 -month battle with cancer, frequently 
coming to the iconic Lincoln Park 
nightclub Neo during his time in the city 

“He’d drop in on a pretty regular basis. 
Neo was the place he’d go to blow off some 
steam, where no one would bug him and he 
would hang out. I remember Iggy Pop being 
with him as well a few times,” said Shanahan, 
who opened his legendary rock club two years 
later in 1982. “For some reason, he felt like one 
of us —like the captain of the misfit kids’ ship. 
He preached that it’s OK to be weird, it’s OK 
to be gay, it’s OK to be bisexual, it’s OK to 
wear your hair however you want.” 

That ethos shaped the musician’s entire 
public life: Bowie, who died just two days 
after his 69th birthday and the release of his 
excellent 25th studio album, “Blackstar,” was a 
visionary performer and charismatic, chame- 
leonic artist who constantly blurred the lines 
between genre, gender and identities. He was 
an influential, once-in-a-lifetime talent whose 
expansive, trailblazing life and career in mu- 
sic, art and film can’t be boiled down to a list 
of best albums, songs or accomplishments. 
He was that transcendently good. 

And though the enigma (born David Rob- 
ert Jones in London in 1947) spent most of his 
career and life in New York City Los Angeles 
and Europe, never making Chicago a long- 
term home, he made more than an impres- 
sion on this city beyond performances like his 
Oct. 7, 1972, debut at the Auditorium Theatre 
on the Ziggy Stardust tour. 

During his month in the city in 1980, he 
told NME he was drawn to “The Elephant 
Man,” Bernard Pomerance’s 1977 play about a 
Victorian-era Englishman with severe physi- 
cal deformities, because “a lot of those strange 
freak stories appealed to me in my teens and 
then stayed with me— everything from hairy 
women to people with fifteen lips.” 

While working on the production, he also 
found time out of his busy eight-show-per-week 
performance schedule to explore. But as far as 
museums went, he was unimpressed, telling 
Rolling Stone: “Eve seen aquariums and plan- 
etariums and that dreadful Museum of Science 
and Industry which is like a paean to General 
Motors. Quite ghastly in its corrupt values— 
including its splendiferous Muppet presenta- 
tion, where you pay $1.50 to get in, see fifteen 
stuffed Muppets in a glass case, and then that 
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leads to a shop where you can buy merchandise! 
I mean, it was a{bleep}ing disgrace.” (Ironically 
six years later he co-starred in Muppets creator 
Jim Henson’s film “Labyrinth.”) 

While the museums may not have made 
a good impression, Neo clearly did. Suzanne 
Shelton, the club’s first DJ, told RedEye, “I 
would often go to Neo on my night off be- 
cause it was basically my home and all my 
friends were there. I looked up and saw him 
walk in, and the whole place was electrified. 
He came into the club’s office, and we hit it 
off. We saw each other once or twice a week 
during the time he was in town. 

“I was struck by how funny he was,” she 
continued. “He was really playful and fun. 
He knew a lot of stuff and was really compas- 
sionate. He talked about children his son’s age 
starving in Africa and wept. He possessed an 
extraordinary range of moods and emotions. 
He was really gracious; he would often offer 
to buy the staff a drink.” 

Shelton says she and Bowie kept in touch 
by phone for a year after his time in Chicago. 
One Saturday night, she was at work and re- 
ceived a particularly memorable call. “I think 
he must have been with John Lennon because 
he said, At 2 a.m. I want you to turn down 
the music and ask everybody to yell “Peace!” ’ 
she said. “It was funny because at 2 a.m. on a 
Saturday morning I can’t really do that, but I 
think he really wanted the best for the world. 
He would always end phone calls by saying 
‘God bless.’” 

After a three-night stint at Rosemont Ho- 
rizon Arena (now Allstate Arena) in 1983 and 
a two-night stint there in 1987, he came back 
in 1990 for two nights at Tinley Park’s World 
Music Theatre (now the Hollywood Casino 
Amphitheatre). Local musician Jason Nar- 
ducy, who played in Chicago bands Verbow 
and Verboten and is now featured in national 
acts Bob Mould Band, Superchunk and his 
own project Split Single, recalled that show, 
saying, “{My friend] and I spent a week’s worth 
of pay from our summer jobs to get ioth-row 
tickets at the outdoor arena.” He remembers 
Bowie’s unique stage setup and lighting rig. 
“Twenty-six years later I still don’t know how 
he did {such a great show},” he said. “What 
was striking to me about his career was how he 
seemed to handle everything with such grace 
and poise.” 

Bowie returned to play the Vic Theatre and 
Aragon Ballroom in 1997. Reviewing the lat- 
ter performance, the Chicago Tribune’s Kevin 
McKeough wrote, “Bowie enhanced new and 
old material alike with characteristically in- 
ventive visuals, including striking video pro- 
jections, a pair of giant eyeball balloons and a 
complex array of strobe lights and lasers that 
bathed the white-draped stage.” Bowie’s sub- 
sequent local shows, headlining Moby’s Area2 
Festival in 2002 at what was then the Tweeter 
Center in Tinley Park and a three-night stint 
at Rosemont Theatre in 2004 during his last 


North American tour, were both rapturously 
reviewed. The Chicago Tribune’s Greg Kot 
wrote of the former, “... there was Bowie glid- 
ing across the stage like a tuxedoed vision 
from a 1930s cabaret, impervious to the heat, 
crooning hits (‘Heroes,’ ‘Ziggy Stardust’), ob- 
scurities (‘Life on Mars,’ a lacerating Afraid of 
Americans’) and oddball covers (the Pixies’ 
‘Cactus,’ Neil Young’s ‘I’ve Been Waiting for 
You’) with equally persuasive assurance.” 

Shanahan was there at the Rosemont The- 


atre. “He played three nights, and one of those 
shows I went with Billy Corgan,” he said. Af- 
ter the concert the two went backstage, and 
Corgan introduced Shanahan to Bowie. “He 
was so gracious; he shook my hand with his 
eyes sparkling and this huge smile, saying, 
‘This is such a pleasure to meet you.’ I could 
have been a fanboy but I just decided to shut 
the {bleep} up and shake his hand and tell him 
how much I enjoyed the show 

“Everyone has a band they road-trip for, 


and Bowie was that. I’m never going to for- 
get that,” he added. “That guy changed my 
life— I’m so somber today I found out this 
morning when my daughter came home from 
Smart Bar.” 

Even now, when Shanahan DJs at Smart 
Bar, you can expect to hear something from 
Bowie at every set. 

From Sept. 23, 2014, to Jan. 4, 2015, Chi- 
cago’s Museum of Contemporary Art hosted 
“David Bowie Is,” an extensive retrospective 
of the artist’s career that featured more than 
400 items from Bowie’s archive including set 
props, costumes, artwork, handwritten lyrics 
and performance footage. The venue was the 
only North American destination to hold the 
exhibit. While Bowie never visited the mu- 
seum, to commemorate “David Bowie Is” the 
City of Chicago declared the opening date to 
be “David Bowie Day in Chicago.” 

To properly summarize the many accom- 
plishments and innovative albums Bowie pro- 
duced throughout his decadeslong career— I’ll 
always think “Hunky Dory” “Station to Sta- 
tion,” “Low” and “Heroes” are pretty much 
perfect— would require thousands more 
words. Every fan, friend and collaborator has 
a different story about the man, a different 
favorite album and a different favorite perfor- 
mance. He meant so much to people who de- 
voured his music and even more to those who 
felt alienated and cast aside in society He was 
an outsider embraced by the world.

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LEGEND IN THE STARS

As we mourn the loss of David Bowie, 
what keeps coming to mind is the huge 
impact he had on our times, anticipating 
and, often, helping to shape its twists and 
turns through the past few decades. Here 
are eight ways Bowie influenced pop 
culture. 


As a gender bender 

At a time when homosexuality was still, 
mostly, illegal, Bowie publicly embraced the 
idea of a fluid sexuality. In the 1970s, he’d 
wear dresses on stage, proclaim himself gay 
and flirt openly with guitarist Mick Ronson 
in a legendary performance of the song 
“Starman.” All of it helped pave the way for a 
culture that became ever more accepting of 
non-traditional sex roles. 


As a genre bender 

Not only did Bowie make music in an aston- 
ishing range of styles, but he made compel- 
ling music in all of them. His catalog includes 
everything from singer-songwriter gems to 
grinding, guitar-led rock to soul to funk to 
post-Cold War anthems. And when he need- 
ed to make hits, he turned out “Let’s Dance” 
and helped shape the sound of the 1980s. 


As a crossover artist 

Before settling into rock ’n’ roll, Bowie tried his hand at 
among other things, mime. And he would keep experi- 
menting, playing a convincing space alien in Nicolas 
Roeg’s “The Man Who Fell to Earth” and the title 
character in the Broadway play “The Elephant Man,” 
though he said he lacked the discipline to do more 
than dabble in acting. 


As a fashion icon 

He was more striking-looking than handsome, but Bowie’s 
angularity, in facial structure and wire-thin body, helped him 
wear clothes well. And did he ever do so, taking stages in a 
cotton-candy-colored jumpsuit or in the iconic, wide-legged 
jumpsuit designed by Kansai Yamamoto, Bowie’s partner in 
one of the 1970s’ most potent designer-model collaborations. 


As a music video pioneer 

Before there was even an outlet for them, Bowie was seeing 
that short films were made of his songs. “From the very 
beginning he pushed it and took advantage of it in a way 
other artists didn’t,” said Michael Darling, chief curator of 
Chicago’s Museum of Contemporary Art, the only U.S. home 
of the “David Bowie Is” museum show. 


As a performance artist 

There was always an aspect to Bowie’s art that was beyond 
the music, from the theatricality of his costumes and the 
stage sets he designed to the way he tried on 
and shed personas. 


As an archivist 

The “David Bowie Is” show smashed attendance records, 
drawing 193,000 visitors in just under four months to 
Chicago’s Museum of Contemporary Art in 2014. (The show 
is now in the Netherlands’ Groninger Museum.) What made 
that show work was that Bowie kept just about everything, 
from a cocaine spoon that was part of his mid-1970s drug 
troubles to keys from the Berlin apartment that helped him 
find solid ground again. It included the letter in which David 
Jones formally took the name David Bowie, as well as 
costume after outrageous costume. 


As a planner of his own death 

People were puzzling out the meaning of the album 
Bowie released Friday, “Blackstar,” on his 69th birthday. 
But looking at the video now for its first song, “Lazarus,” 
is a haunting experience, and one last coup by the master 
showman. He’s on a hospital bed with bandages around 
his face and buttons for eyes; he’s writing frenetically; he’s 
singing, “Look up here, I’m in heaven.”

y iiS is a Story about a Logan Square restaurant owner, a Tran- 

sylvanian janitor and a family recipe rooted in Romania. And it all 
started with a tinfoil-wrapped plastic water bottle fall of booze. 
Once a year, Fat Rice janitor loan “Onu” Aldea goes back to 
Chirpar in Romania for two months to check on his farm. He tends 
to the cattle, pays his taxes and harvests his apple, pear and plum trees. While 
he’s there, he also makes tuica, a traditional Romanian plum brandy Last year, he 
brought some back in a plastic water bottle for his boss, Fat Rice chef and co-own- 
er Abraham Cordon, who liked it so much he asked CH Distillery to make it. 


“I grew up with a lot of Portuguese people 
whose grandparents made brandy from grapes, 
and I was very apprehensive, like, this could be 


really bad,” Cordon said. “I tasted it, and I said 
to myself, ‘Well, this is kind of like one of the 
best-tasting grappas I’ve ever had.’ ” 


Tuica (pronounced twsweeka) is similar to 
grappa but not quite the same. It’s made en- 
tirely from plums: skin, pit and all. This winter 
marks the second annual release of Onu Tuica 
Romaneasca, a bright, floral, juicy spirit that 
gets its tangy flavor from the bitter almond pit 
the stone fruit is known for. CH is hosting a 
release party for the spirit tonight. 

Fat Rice and CH partnered with Seedling 
Farm in Michigan, gathering 3,900 pounds of 
plums, twice as much as last year. While that 
might seem like a lot, it only yielded about 
300 bottles of pure plum wine with no sugar 
additives. In other words, this tuica is limited 
edition. 

Cordon refers to Aldea as the restaurant 
MVP. “Look at him,” Cordon said. “He looks 


like a young Julius Caesar.” Aldea, 70, doesn’t 
speak English, and Cordon, 34, doesn’t speak 
Romanian, but they manage with Google and 
the occasional human translator. Aldea calls 
Cordon “sefu,” or “boss” in English, and has 
been with the restaurant since day one, wash- 
ing windows, cleaning floors and doing what- 
ever else keeps the retired police dog trainer 
busy 

“He never wants to sit still,” Cordon said. 

Aldea said he’s been making tuica since he 
was 10 years old. Traditionally kids in Romania 
handle the grunt work for their parents during 
the distillation process, which is done entirely 
by hand. He picked the plums, put them in a 
big wooden barrel, distilled the brandy over 
an open fire with logs he chopped himself

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and used mountain water to cool it. It’s gen- 
erally made fresh for the holidays each year, 
when families go around caroling to neighbors’ 
homes, sharing the homemade spirit. 

Aldea was pleased with how the brandy 
turned out last year. “It’s a joy for me that it 
came out right, like it did back home,” he said, 
with the help of translator Cristina Paras. “The 
most important thing is I did it together with 
sefu. We’re like best friends forever. ... Even at 
my age, I always learn something new from 
sefu.” 

Back in Romania, Aldea held rank as the 
best police dog trainer in the country from 
1973 to 1975. He came to Chicago 10 years ago 
for his kids and helped with construction on 
Fat Rice before it opened. 

“I felt bad,” Conlon said. “Onu was a big 
deal back in Romania, and then he comes here 
and he’s just cleaning the windows and water- 
ing the plants. So I was like, ‘Let’s make Onu 
famous.’ ” 

Conlon and Aldea are a good team. “We’re 
like best friends,” Conlon said. Aldea runs to 
the restaurant every morning to take care of 
the plants even when his boss tells him to stay 
home. 

“We have a saying in Romanian: He who 
loves flowers loves what’s beautiful,” Aldea 
said. “So sefu loves flowers, so he loves every- 
thing that’s beautiful. We have something in 
common.”
